EVIDENCES OF ROBBERY 





Empty Pocketbook, Broken 
Watch Chain and Collar 
Button in Buggy, 


On the eve of a Western trip, Harold 
Everett Hallworth of St. louis, after 
tender good-by to Miss Frances 
East, his bronze-haired young sweet- 
heart near Sparta, IIl., was shot to 
death in the lonely midnight drive back 
to Sparta. 

The revolver with which Hallworth 
was killed, containing four empty cart- 
ridges, was found in the bottom of the 
buggy and is believed to be his own, but 
the nature of the two wounds in his 
head leads Sparta physicians to believe 
they were not self-inflicted. J. D. Hall- 
worth of Rose Hill, Ill., the father, ex- 
presses the belief that his son was mur- 
dered. 

When the inquest was resumed 
Wednesday at Sparta Miss East, who is 
2) years old and pretty, told Coroner 
McKenzie of her sweetheart's inten- 
tion to depart for Colorado. She said he 
thought he could make more money 
there. He called on her Monday even- 
ing at the home of James Caldwell, 
who is an uncle of Hallworth’s and lives 
midway between Sparta and Coulter- 
ville, which are about eight miles apart. 

Harold Holworth of St. Louls, after a 
tender goodby to Miss Frances East, his 
brown-haired country sweetheart near 
Sparta, I!l., met death in the lonely mid- 
Night drive back to Sparta. The re- 
volver with which he was killed was 
found in the bottom of the buggy and 
is believed to have been his own, but 
the location of the two wounds in his 
head leads Sparta physicians to believe 
they were not self-inflicted. Under a 
heavy laprobe in the buggy the young 
man’s pocketbook, totally empty, his 
broken watch chain, watch and collar 
and a collar button were found. Sparta 
authorities are at a loss to say wheth- 
er this indicates murder for robbery, or 
that a desperate struggle preceded the 


death. 
The inquest into the death of Hol- 


worth was resumed at 9 a. m’° Wednes- 
day. At the session Tuesday evening 
@ score of witnesses were examined, 
but they were not able to throw satis- 
factory light on the circumstances sur- 
rounding the death of the young man. 

The two drove together to the 
home of Burt Burns just outside Sparta 
and four miles from the farm. A sister 
of Miss East lives at the Burns home. 

Onlv a short time was spent by the 
couple at the Burns home. They drove 
then to the home of R. M. Craig, a 
farmer near the Caldwell home, whose 
wife is a cousin of. Caldwell's, and 
epent an hour there. It was about 11 
p. m. when they returned to the Cald- 
well farm, and until 1 a. m. they sat in 
the buggy and talked together, Hall- 
worth telling of his plans for the West- 
ern trip. 

A Jette posted at Belleville, appar- 
ently as «ne young man was making 
the trip to Sparta, informed his father 
that he intended to make the trip. 

Team Brought Him Back.

horses about 2 a. m., and this is sup-

heir lifeless burden. A_ sleepy 
hostier admitted the team, saw a fiz- 
uré half sitting, half recumbent on ihe 
seat, and supposed the driver was tin 
He unhitched the 
horses and paid more attention to 
the man in the buggy. 

Béth Revvolds, another hostler at the 
stabie. discovered at 5 a. m. Tuesday 
that the occupant of the buggy was 
dead. The body was still warm. One 
bullet had entered the head just above 
the right ear, ranging slightly upward 
and lodging against the skull on the 
left side It was of the same caliber 
as the revolver found in the buggy, at 
the foot of the dashboard and outside 
the laprobe. 

Another wound was at the top of the 
forehead and was merely a scratch. 
Thére was a hole in the black hat the 
young man wore, and another in the top 
of the buggy. The Sparta authorities 
think these holes were made by the 
game bullet which grazed the top of 


Hatiworth's head. 

Under the heavy laprobe were found 
the gold watch, broken chain, collar 
button and broken watehehain. They

Appended to the President's messa ge are the reports of the officers who 
conducted the investigation into the Brownsville affray. The main facts and 
conclusions of these men are summarized by the President in his message, 


which follows: 

“To the Senate: 

“In response to Senate resolution of 
Dec, 6 addressed to me, and to the two 
Senate resolutions addressed to him, the 
Secretary of War has, by my direction, 


submitted to mea report which I here- 
with send to the Senate, together with 
several documents, including a letter of 
Gen. Nettleton and memoranda as to 
precedents for the summary discharge 
or mustering out of regiments or com- 
panies, some or all of the members of 
which had been guilty of misconduct, 

“I ordered the discharge of nearly all 
the members of Companies B, C, and 
D‘of the Twenty-fifth Infantry by name, 
in the exercise of my constitutional pow- 
er and in pursuance of what, after full 
consideration, I found to be my constitu- 
tional duty as commander in chief of the 
United States Army. Iam glad to avail 
myself of the opportunity afforded by 
these resolutions to lay before’ the 
Congress the following facts as to the 
murderous conduct of certain mem- 
bers of the companies in question and 
as to the conspiracy by which many 
of the other members of these com- 
panies saved the criminals from jus- 
tice, to the disgrace of the United 
States unftform. 

“IT call your attention to the accom- 
panying reports of Maj. Augustus P. 
Blockson of Lieutenant-Colonel Leonard 
A. Lovering and of Brigadier-General 
Ernest A. Garlington, the Inspector- 
General of the* United States Army, of 
their investigation into the conduct of 
the troops in quéstion. An effort has 
been made to discredit the fairness of 
the investigation into the conduct of 
these colored troops by pointing out 
that Gen. Garlington is a Southerner. 
Precisely the same action would have 
been taken had the troops been white— 
indeed, the discharge would probably 
have been made in more summary fash- 
ion. Gen. Garlington is a native of 
South Carolina, Ligutenant-Colonel Lov- 
ering is a native of New Hampshire, 
Maj. Blocksom is a native of Ohio. As 
it happens, the disclosure of the guilt 
of the troops was made in the report of 
the officer who comes from Ohio, and 
the efforts of the officer who comes from 
South Carolina were confined to the en- 
deavor to shield the innocent men of 
the companies in question, if any such 
there were, by securing information 
which would enable us adequately to 
punish the guilty. But I wish it dis- 
tinctly understood that the fact of the 
birthplace of either officer is one which 
I absolutely, refuse to consider. The 
standard of professional’ honor and of 
loyalty to the flag and the service is 
the same for all officers and all enlisted 
men of United States Army and I re- 
sent with the keenest indignation any 
effort to draw any line among them 
based upon birthplace, creed or. any 
other consideration of the kind. I should 
put the same entire faith in these re- 
ports if it had happened that they were 
all made by men coming from one State, 
whether in the South or the North, the 
East or the West, as I now do, when, 
as it happens, they were made by offi- 
cers born in different states. 


Report Careful, He Says. 


“Maj. Blocksom’s report is most care- 
ful, is based upon the testimony of 
scores of eyewitnesses—testimony which 
confilcted onl) in nonessentials and 
which established the essential facts be- 
youd chance of successful contradiction. 
Not only has no successful effort been 
made to traverse his findings in any es- 
sential particular, but, as a matter of 
fact, every trustworthy report from out- 
siders amply corroborates them, by far 
the best _ of these outside reports being 
that of Gen. A. B. Nettleton, made in a 
letter to the Secretary of War, which I 
herewith append: Gen. Nettleton py 
an ex-Union soldier, a consistent. frien 
of the colored man throughout his life, 
a lifelong Republican, a citizen of I)/l- 
nols, and Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury under t Marrison, 

“It appears that in Browneville, the 
city immediately beside which Fort 
Brown !s situated, there had been con- 
siderable feeling between the citizens 
and the colored troo of the garrison 
companies. Difficulties had occurred, 
there being a confilct of evidence aa to 
whether the citizens or the colored 
troops were to biame. My impression is 
that, as a matter of fact, in these diffi- 
culties there was blame attached to both

Sides, but this is a wholly unimportant 
matter for our present purpose, as 
nothing that occurred offered in any 
shape or way an excuse or justificn- 
tion for the atrocious conduct of the 
troops when, in lInwiess and murder- 
ous spirit, and under cover of the 
night, they made their attack upos 
the citizens. 


“The attack was made near midnight 
on Aug. 13. The following facts as to 
this attack are made clear by Maj. 
Blocksom's investigation and have «t 
been, and, in my judgment, cannot be, 
successfully controverted. From 9% to 
15 or 20 of the colored soldiers took part 
in the attack. They leaped over the 
walls from the barracks and hurried 
through the town. They shot at wh>:n- 
ever they saw moving. and they “hot 
into houses where they saw lights. in 
some of these houses ~ were women 
and children, as the wou'd-be murde 
ers must have known. In oné house in 
which there were two women and five 
children some ten shots went through 
at a height of about 4% ‘eet above the 
floor, one putting out the lamp vpon 
the table. The lieutenant of police of 
the town heard the firlne and rode to- 
ward it. He met the raiders, who. ae he 
stated. were about !5 «olored soldlere. 
They instantly started firing upon nim. 
He turned and rode off, and ther con- 
tinued firing upon him unt'l they hed 
killed his horse. They shot him in the 
right arm (it was afterwards a:npu- 
tated above the elbow’. A number of 
shots were also fired at two other po- 
licemen. The raiders fired several times 
into a hotel, some of the shots being 
aimed at a guest sitting by a window. 
They shot into a saloon, killing the bar- 
tender and wounding another man. At 
the same time other raiders fired into 
another house in which women and 
children were sleeping. two of the shots 
going through the mosquito bar over 
the bed in which the mistresa of the 
house and her two children were lying. 
Several other houses were struck by 
bullets. It was at night, and the etreete 
of the town are poorly lighted, so that 
none of the Individual raiders were 
recognized ; but the evidence of 
many witnesses of all classes was con- 
cluusive to the effect that the raiders 
were negro soldiers. The shattered 
bullets, shells, and clips of the Govern- 
ment rifles, which were found on the 
ground, are merely corroborative. So 
are the bullet holes in the houses: some 
of which it appears must, from the 
direction, have been fired from the fort 
just at the moment when the soldiers 
left it. Not a bullet hole appears tin 
any ot the structures of the fort. 


“Unparalleled for Infamy.” 
‘The townspeople were completely 


surprised by the unprovoked and 
murderous savagery of the attack. 
The soldiers were the aggressors from 
start to finish. They met with neo sub- 
stantial resiatance, and ene and all 
who took part tn that raid stand as 
deliberate murderers, who did mur- 
der one man. who tried to murder 
others, and who tried te murder we- 
men and childres. The act was one of 
horrible atrocity, and so far as I am 
aware, weparnalicied for infamy ta the 
annals of the United States Army.

Letter Caused Arrest. 
The arrest of William Barnes in Den- 
ver on Jan: 22, 1906, on a charge of be- 
ing implicated in the murder was 


brought about by a letter written by a 
Mrs. Anandel, who eloped from In- 
dfanapolis to Denver with Barnes. The 
letter told horrible details of the mur- 
der and gave a good description of the 
scene of the crime. The writer said 
she was wearing a ring that Sarah 
Shafer had worn and that ‘Will’ could 
tell who had killed the young school! 
teacher. The letter continued that the 
ring which “‘Will’ had given the writer 
was a ring which he had purchased for 
Miss Shafer when she had promised to 
marry him. Barnes was also released 
upon proving an alibi. 

The last arrest in connection with the 
murder, previous to the confession of 
Harris today, was that of Ernest Tanks- 
ley in Evansville, Ind., on Aug. 24, 1906. 
Tanskley was arrested on a charge of 
kidnaping Nellie Rainey, aged 17 years. 

A bundle of letters written by him to 
the Rainey girl previous to the Shafer 
murder was discovered by the girl's 
father, and in one of them he asked her 
to meet him at the very spot and on 
the same night that the murder oc- 
curred. 

The letter led to the belief that Tanks- 
ley had intended to kill Miss Rainey 
and that Miss Shafer, who was abut 
the same size as the Rainey girl, had 
passed the fatal point at the time 
Tanksley was expecting Miss Rainey. 
The police claimed to have a strong 
case against Tanksley, put he proved an 
alibi and was releasea.

There are few diseases which a healthy man contracts. Yellow fever and 
a few other tropical plagues are almost certain to deyelop in any- one whom 
a poisonous mosquito has bitten, or who has otherwisp been infected. But in 
temperate climes such diseases are rare. Smallpox eyen can hardly be con- 
tracted by a sound man unless he injects he virus into his blood. Water 
contaminated with typhoid fever germs may be drunk by some men with im- 
punity. 

Disease is not sudden, but insidious and gradual. The man who drinks 
typhoid fever water once or twice has his powers of resistance lowered. The 
man who could live uninfected in a tub-rculosis hospital for a week or a month 
may give the germs a foothold tn his lungs if he continues the exposure. 

But all of us are exposed to disease every day. Every crowded car this 
time of year contains the germs of various lung and bronchial diseases, just 
as in the summer time many fruits, vegetables and drinks contain the germs 
of stomach troubles. ; 

At the present season most men and women are out of sorts. 
ment weather induces them to diminish their supply of fresh air. 
too little exercise. They spend too much time in overheated rooms. Their 
bedrooms are not sufficiently ventilated. Their clothing is not suitable. They 
get their feet wet and seek to throw off a chill by huddling next a radiator 
instead of by taking exercise. 

In laying the foundation for disease more than any one other factor Is 
improper diet. During the bright. brisk, sunshiny days of November every- 
body felt good. That feeling induced more exercise and a bigger appetite. 
Now that depression has supplanted exhilaration and the open-air exercise Is 
cut off, few people radically readjust their diet as they should, 


Everything that one eats must be disposed of. The healthy is to 
eat only what the needs of the system require, and through the lungs, the 
skin and the intestines to get rid of all the used material. In weather like 
this people continue eating a heavy diet without disposing of It. 


They eat too much meat. Meat once a day is often enough for any one 
who does not do hard physical labor. A light diet carried to the point of mild 
starvation will fortify the average system so that its powers of resistance will 
prevent the incipient cold which so often develops into fatal disease. Nutri- 
tion means the quantity of nourishment assimilated, not the amount of food 
swallowed. 

The hody should he kept clean inside and out. The best way to do this Is 
by the copious and frequent internal and external use of ordinary water. The 
lungs should be exercised, which is easily done by taking deep breaths 
in the open air or in a room with the windows open. If a cold should 
find a footing starve it out. Every energy of the human system will try to 
get rid of it, and that process should not be hampered by eating and drinking 
too much.
